The (Tax) Commission 
may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of any city, 
town, school district, village district, or precinct, as often as 
once in two years, or whenever conditions appear to it to 
warrant such audit. ...... 


This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, and 
the period from January Ist to September 30th, 1960. Exhibits as 
hereafter listed are included as part of the report. Also included is 
a Statistical Table presenting a Ten-Year Statement of Indebtedness, 
Valuation and Taxes. 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town 
Clerk, Road Agent, Library and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1958 - December 31, 1959: 
(Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1958 and De- 
cember 31, 1959, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, 
the financial condition of the Town changed from a Surplus of 
$3,924.88, to a Net Debt of $11,753.99, during the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1959.

GENERAL COMMENTS 

Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 

Table I presents a Ten-Year Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Taxes. It will be noted that during the period from December 31, 
1949 to December 31, 1959, the Net Debt increased from $7,367.80 
to $10,475.28. 

Current Surplus: 

It is noted that the current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current liabilities) increased by $324.59, from $7,824.88 to $8,149.47,

Selectmen’s Record of Expenditures: 


The classification of expenditures in the Selectmen’s record of 
expenditures book should be made in the proper columns at the 
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time the name of payee and amount of the voucher is entered. Inas- 
much as this record serves the purpose of an appropriation ledger, 
it is important that it be kept up to date in order that a comparison 
between appropriations and expenditures may be made at any time. 


Capital Reserve Funds: 

All money appropriated for a Capital Reserve Fund should be 
turned over to the Trustees of Trust Funds before the close of the 
fiscal year in which the appropriation is made, to be held in their 
custody, UR ous, oot te) 


Cash Payments: 

When cash payments (advances) are made by members of the 
Board of Selectmen, receipts should be obtained from the payees and 
such receipts filed with the vouchers issued to reimburse the Selectmen 
for such advances. 


Record of Tax Collections: 
In recording tax collections, the Collector should, in each instance, 
enter the day, month and year of the payment. 


Road Agent’s Checks: 

The Road Agent should issue checks to all employees or vendors 
immediately after receiving the covering payroll check from the Treas- 
urer, and all such checks should be issued by the Road Agent before 
the close of the fiscal year. Check numbers should be entered opposite 
payees names on the payrolls in all instances. 


Preservation of Town Records: 

All subsidiary and supporting town records should be preserved 
for a period of at least six years. These would include Selectmen’s 
vouchers, Treasurer’s checks and bank statements, Town Clerk’s motor 
vehicle permit cards and Tax Collector’s cash book sheets and reports 
of remittances to Treasurer. All books of permanent record should be 
kept indefinitely. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require 
that this report or the summary of findings and recommendations 
(letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report 
of the Town.

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REPORT OF LYME TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Local publicity to the contrary, Lyme is not quite the “readingest” 
town in New Hampshire. However, among 209 New Hampshire lib- 
raries reporting their per capita circulation in Library Statistics for 
1959, a publication of the’ State Library, Lyme stands 8th on the list, 
with a figure of 14.5. The average figure for the State is 6.2, and it 
is interesting to note that the library at the top of the list is our 
neighbor to the north and fellow member of the Grafton Library 
Cooperative, Piermont.

The total circulation figure of 14,079 above represents an increase 
of 676 over last year’s circulation, but, much more dramatically, an 
increase of 6,571 over the library in 1953, an 88%increase in 8 years. 
During these years the school program has been greatly expanded and 
adult circulation has grown at a steady rate. 


A most important factor in the growth of our library services is 
a corps of volunteer assistants who keep the library open on Wednes- 
day mornings under the direction of Mrs. Kenneth Uline, and assist 
the librarian in the afternoon. During the past year, Mrs. Maurice 
Crawford, Mrs. Robert Melendy, Mrs. Guy Nichols, Mrs. Richard 
Gray, Miss Beatrice Buse, Miss Florence Bradley, Mrs. Charles Balch, 
Mrs. Ralph Bircher, Mrs. Kenneth Dimick, Mrs. Harold Webb, Mrs. 
Harris Pushee, Mrs. John Fields, and Mrs. John Sansbury have all 
participated in this program, which is under the sponsorship of the 
Parent Teachers Association. 


The precise and time-consuming task of accessioning and catalogu- 
ing new books has been carried out for a number of years, by Mrs. 
Charles Demarest with the assistance of Miss Julia Mayo. The mem- 
bers of the Book Committee, Mrs. J. Albert Wood, Miss Beatrice 
Buse, Mrs. Katherine Bryant, Mrs. Kenneth Uline, Mrs. Charles 
Balch, Miss Pauline Whittemore, and the librarian, spend many hours 
preparing lists of books to be purchased. (Incidentally, they welcome 
your suggestions, and will try to act on them.) Miss Gladys Gaylord 
generously allows the basement room of her home to be used by the 
Lyme Center Branch Library, and the librarian, Mrs. Katherine 
Bryant, receives volunteer assistance from Mrs. Jasper Day, Mrs. 
Charles Thompson, and some of the older children.

This roster does not include many who supply books to shut-ins, 
contribute books and magazines to the Library, or those who by 
their efforts have made various individual projects possible. This is an 
impressive record of community participation of which Lyme should 
be proud, and for which the Trustees are very grateful. 


Among many gift books received during the year, there are two 
of special interest, a beautiful two-volume set of the poetry of William 
Cullen Bryant, from the library of Nettie DeGoosh, given by her 
family, and a copy of U. S. Mail, by A. J. Sommerfield, given by 
Roger Rich, in memory of his mother, Mrs. Ida Webster, who had 
many family connections with the postal service. 


Publicity has already been given to the $5,000 legacy received by 
the Library from the estate of Esther Dimick, daughter of Orlando 
Dimick, a Lyme resident and Library benefactor. In the terms of 
the bequest this is “to be kept and designated as the Orlando Wales 
Dimick Memorial und. The net income thereof to be expended annu- 
ally as the Trustees of the Library, or if there are no Trustees, the 
Selectmen of the Town of Lyme, decide is best.” This trust fund 
will be administered by the Trustees of the Town Trust Funds, at 
the request of the Library Trustees. 


1960 was the first full year of the Lyme Library’s participation in 
the Grafton Library Cooperative, an association of 7 libraries, Lyme, 
Orford, Orfordville, Piermont, Haverhill, Woodsville, and Munroe, 
which pool their book-buying funds to secure a better discount on the 
purchases for each individual library. Representatives from each of 
these libraries meet regularly to make book purchases. Since this is 
the first volunteer library cooperative of its sort in New Hampshire 
it has received a certain amount of recognition in both state and 
wider library circles. Awards have been made by the New Hampshire 
Library Commission from the Scheeling Trust Fund for the coopera- 
tive purchase of special books to be available to the patrons of all 
the participating libraries. Some of these books have been in our library 
in the past months. 


Very recently, a $1,000.00 Dorothy Canfield Fisher Award was 
received by the Grafton Library Cooperative in a nationwide com- 
petition sponsored by the Award Committee of the Book of the Month 
Club. The formal presentation of this award will be made in Concord 
during National Library Week, April 16-22. This award money will 
also be used for the purchase of books for reference and enjoyment, 
available to ail, which could not be encompassed by the budgets of 
any of the individual libraries. It should be noted, also, that the 
formation of this cooperative group would not have been possible 
without the assistance of members of the State Library staff. We have 
an excellent State Library, and may feel that such of our tax monies 


an 


as support its program are not only well spent, but will return us 
extra dividends in the form of beautiful books which we will all enjoy. 


For some time it has been apparent to the trustees that, with 
steadily growing circulation and library services, we were rapidly out- 
growing our present facilities. In spite of careful weeding, our book 
collection is overflowing the shelves, and more space is needed to 
provide a larger, more interesting selection of books. During the past 
year, a committee composed of Mr. Ralph Lamphere, Mrs. Richard 
DeGoosh, and Mr. Ralph Balch, has been considering this problem 
and recommended to the Trustees that work on the basement room, 
which was not finished off when the Library was built, be completed 
to a point where it was suitable to house books and serve the public. 
Estimated costs for this work are in the vicinity of $600.00. On the 
basis of estimated income from the Dimick Memorial Fund, and sav- 
ings in book purchase due to the Grafton Cooperative discount, the 
trustees voted to begin this project. Preliminary wiring has been done 
and arrangements made for the installation of the ceiling. The trustees 
also voted to include in their annual budget an item of $300.00 to 
continue this project. If any organizations or individuals are interested 
in helping to make this basement room a useful and attractive part 
of our Library, which is also our town building, the trustees will be 
happy to receive such assistance.

BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE REPORT 


This is it — the year we celebrate the 200th anniversary of the 
granting of Lyme’s Charter! Your Bicentennial Committee has set 
up the following program. We want the celebration to be a pleasure 
for everyone in town so, if there is any change you would like to have 
made in this proposed program, please say so now. 

On Saturday, August 5th, the parade will start about 2 p.m. We 
have engaged the Lebanon Band to lead this and to play at various 
other times during the rest of the program. This parade is going to 
be quite unique, as far as we can determine, for almost all of the 
entries in it will portray true Lyme history. Frequently, the characters 
will be portrayed by their descendants. After the parade there will be 
a free time for visiting, seeing the exhibition, and going home to do 
chores, if necessary. We hope an arrangement can be made for or- 
ganized play for the children during this period. Supper will start 
about 5:30 p.m. — with each family bringing its own. The Women’s 
Association and the Ladies Aid will have box suppers on sale for 
those who would find it difficult to provide their own. After supper 
the evening program will start. Our speakers are to be U. S. Senator 
Norris Cotton and Dorothy Goodell Wilcox (Mrs. Philip). This part 
of the program may be followed by an old-fashioned song-fest. There 
will be a band concert and then the finale of the evening — a 
torchlight parade around the Common which the band will lead, fol- 
lowed by a few fireworks. 


On Sunday, August 6th there will be a joint Memorial Service at 
the Congregational Church. 


The Exhibition will be in the Barnes School Auditorium for the 
months of July and August and will attempt to show how Lyme 
lived during its first century. There will be several rooms of different 
periods; there will be crafts which were practiced in town; there will 
be the big map showing how the town was at different periods. This 
will be open daily from 10 until 4. There will be a 50-cent admission 
charge — except for Lyme people for whom there will be no charge. 
An attendant will be needed at all times the exhibition is open. We 
hope that everyone from high-school age up will be willing to serve 
for at least three hours during the summer. 


The entire Middle Grants area has defined an “early settler” as one 
who came to town before 1800. Rosettes of red ribbon are being 
made to designate descendants of Lyme’s early settlers who are still 
living in town. Those who are still carrying the surname will have 
red ribbons with white French knots. We are also planning blue 
ribbons for descendants who are returning during our Bicentennial Year.

The New England Power Company has generously made the Visi- 
tors’ House at Wilder Dam available to the Middle Grants group for 
the entire summer. It will house an exhibition of general history, 
1761-1811, and will serve as an information center. There will be a 
large map in the parking area which will have an oil painting of each 
of the thirteen towns in the Middle Grants surrounding it. The artist 
has offered to give each, town its painting at the end of the summer. 


The Middle Grants name was chosen by this group of towns be- 
cause they lie geographically midway east and west and north and 
south of the two States, and because they were granted about the 
middle period of the towns in the two States. Incidentally, this is 
another incident in the long history of cooperation between Lyme and 
Thetford — Thetford suggested the name and Lyme the design for 
the area emblem. 


Many of you have already seen Lyme’s emblem on the stationery. 
Our deep thanks to Mr. Jack Schriever for his artistry and his gener- 
osity. This notepaper, as well as that showing the horsesheds, is being 
sold by the merchants in town, with half the profits going into the 
bicentennial fund. We are also raising some money by the sale of 
house documentations. The earliest date of a house is, of course, free: 
and we urge you to get a sign made which gives the date of your 
house, particularly if it was built during the first century. Mr. and 
Mrs. William Day are doing a grand job on these signs, as well as on 
a sign for the Common and one for the Exhibition. 


One part of our heritage in which we delight is our lovely trees, 
and we can easily help to hand this heritage to our descendants. So 
please plant a tree on your own land sometime during this, our 
Bicentennial Year. In this way you can help to make our heritage a 
positive thing which you personally have helped to hand down. 


This year can be fun, and it can be something to remember as was 
the Reunion of August 6, 1885 — but only if all of us in town help 
to make it so. Please do let your committee know how you want 
things done — and tell them now while there is still time to plan.

The following is a report of the activities of the New Hampshire 
Department of Health, Bureau of Public Health Nursing for the 
year 1960. 


Home visits have been made in the town on mothers, babies 
and preschool age children. Arrangements have been made for children 
to attend clinics as necessary for corrections through Cripple Children’s 
Clinics and other clinic services. Follow-up calls have been made on 
cases as required. Other children have been assisted with eye testing 
and glasses through the assistance of the New Hampshire Sight Con- 
servation Program. 


May 23, 1960 a Salk Vaccine and Immunization clinic was held 
at the school. A total of 129 polio shots were given to children and 
adults by Dr. Ruth Gosselin. These were available for both children 
and adults. At the same clinic 11 Triple Toxoid shots were given to 
children and 3 children received smallpox vaccine. This was in coopera- 
tion with the school officials and the school nurse, with a local com- 
mittee of ladies assisting. My sincere thanks to all who assisted in 
this worthwhile project. 


The Tuberculosis program in Grafton County is now under the 
New Hampshire Department of Health Public Health Nursing. Chest 
clinics will continue to be held at Lebanon three or four times a year. 
Anyone from Lyme is welcome to attend. Chest examinations are 
done by Dr. Robert Kerr of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and x-rays are taken. The reports from the clinics are sent to 
patient or doctor referring following the clinic.

To the inhabitants of the School District of Lyme qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Barnes Auditorium on 
Saturday, the eleventh of March, 1961 at 8:00 P.M. to act on the 
following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article. 2 To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To choose Agents, Auditors, or Committees in re- 
lation to any subjects embraced in this Warrant and fix their salaries. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the District will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of School 
District Officials and Agents, and for the payment of statutory ob- 
ligations of said District, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state equalization fund together with other income; the School Board 
to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
Town. 


Article 8. To see if the District will authorize the School Board 
to enter into a contract with Thetford Academy, Thetford, Vermont, 
as necessary for the education of the children of the Lyme School 
District. 

To see if the District will vote to authorize the School 
Board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the Dis- 
trict, any or all grants or offers for educational purposes which may 
now or hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire

Article 10. To see if the District will vote to sell and convey 
the land and buildings known as the Lyme Center School; to authorize 
the School Board to determine the method of sale and the price; and 
to authorize the School Board or a majority of the members of the 
Board to execute on behalf of the District such deeds and other in- 
struments as may be incidental to such sale and conveyance.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I present herein my report for 1960, my seventh annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in Lyme. 


NEW PRINCIPAL , 

Mr. Kenneth Heath, who was with us for the school year 1959-60, 

resigned to accept another position. We were very fortunate, indeed, 

to secure as his successor Mr. Daniel A. McAllister, Jr. I think 

that every one is pleased with the way that he has taken hold of all 

aspects of the work of the school. Certainly the morale and the dis- 
cipline of the school has never been better. 


Mr. McAllister has his Bachelor’s Degree from St. Anselm’s Col- 
lege and his Master’s Degree in Education from Plymouth Teachers’ 
College. He did his practice teaching in Ashland High School, Ashland, 
New Hampshire and then taught in the Tilton-Northfield School during 
the school year 1959-60. 


ADDED TEACHER 
The addition of one teacher to the staff has been a big improvement. 
It has meant that there is only one grade to a room and no one of 
the rooms is badly over-crowded. I am sure that the teachers will be 
able to accomplish much more with the children than has been possible 
in the past. 


ARITHMETIC STUDY 
The teachers, along with Mr. McAllister, are in the midst of a 
detailed study of the arithmetic program and better arithmetic text- 
books. The books presently used are old and most of them are in bad 
shape. More modern books will be very helpful to the children and 
to the teachers and will reflect more up to date thinking on the teaching 
of arithmetic. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 
The teachers’ salary situation in Lyme has become increasingly 
acute. Unless the salary schedule is markedly improved, there is 
grave danger that vacancies we now foresee cannot be filled for the 
next school year. 


For the current year we had to fill two positions in addition to the 
principalship. We were very fortunate, indeed, in the two teachers 
that we secured. It is expected that they will be with us only this 
year. They originally applied for positions in Hanover but there 
were no vacancies. They accepted positions in Lyme at the salary 
offered only because it was important for them to live in Hanover. 
To the best of my knowledge, we had no other candidates interested 
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in the positions that could qualify for a state certificate. This is in 
spite of the fact that we wrote many, many letters and made many 
inquiries. 


In 1960-61 the state average salary for all full-time women teachers 
was $4,507.00; for Lyme $3,487.00; for all women elementary teachers 
$4,422.00; for Lyme $3,487.00; for town elementary women teachers 
$4,141.00; for Lyme $3,487.00 The Lyme women teachers were in 
the lowest 1.8% of the teachers in the state; only 40 out of 2,273 
elementary women teachers were receiving as low or lower average 
salaries. Lyme will retain some of its teachers because they live in 
Lyme. Except by chance, however, it will not attract new teachers 
at salaries that are so far below the going price. 


I do not like to talk so frequently about the salary situation, but 
I feel I owe it to the people of Lyme to point out the facts. I realize 
that the tax situation is difficult and that the entire burden falls on 
real estate. I sincerely hope that in the very near future the people of 
New Hampshire will become sufficiently aroused about the situation 
to demand greater state aid to education so that there can be adequate 
money for schools without a further burden on real estate. 


PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT 
I am pleased to report that the following Lyme teachers took 
professional improvement work during the year: 
Mrs. Mueller received two credits for graduate work at Teachers 
College, Columbia during the summer of 1960. 


Mrs. Perkins and Mrs. Tullar each received three credits for a 
Keene Teachers’ College Extension Course entitled Curriculum Mate- 
rials Workshop in Social Studies. 


Mrs. Rich received three credits for a Plymouth Teachers’ College 
course entitled Teaching the Exceptional Child. 


CONCLUSION 
In conclusion, I want to again thank the members of the School 
Board, the members of the school staff, ard the citizens of Lyme for 
their support and help.
